TRAVELS IN EUROPE, 


[From the Nete Book of our Correspondent.] 





Entered into the states of the sovereign pon- 
tiff of Rome. My baggage must be examined, 
A fine, intelligent and gentlemanly looking fel- 
low spent a long time in verifying the route 
I had taken, and then proceeded to examine my 
trunk. Honest I,—I had not a single book that 
I regarded as contraband, except Silvio Pellico; 
but when my gentleman opened my trunk and 
saw my books, that T had unsuspectingly heap- 
ed all together conspicuously, he put on most 
marvellously sinister looks, and said he must 
look at them all. So out they came. But it 
turned out that there was nothing that made | 
the books suspicious, except the general horror 
that these kind of people have of books, and 
above all an ignoramus and a knave like thie 
man—so he looked suspiciously at my Bible, | 
my Common Prayer, my Beauties of Shakes- | 
peare, and humbly demanded of the bystanders, 
what's this? and what’s this? He came to Sil- 
vio Pellico;—but of that he knew nothing; and 
for him, as it was in Italian, it was the least 
suspicious of the whole. As an act of great 
pretended courtesy, he said he would let them 
pass, but that he would advise me to distribute 
my books among all my baggage. ‘The pas- 
sengers told me to give him about fifty cents. 
Well, | offered it to him twice, and he with 
cool dignity refused—because there were stran- 
gers looking on. He then said, he wanted 
nothing, but that [| might give it to his assis- 
tants—which of course | had to do—he of 
course intending to extract it from them. Once 
I thought T would never condeseend to this 
kind of appearance of bribery. But put your- 
self in my place, any one of you who judge me, 
and see if you will do better. A man comes to 
you as you enter a town, who has the right to 
make you descend for the sake of examining 
your baggage. He says, sir, have you any 
thing contraband? He then takes your word | 
that you have not. “Sir, LP believe you upon | 
your word—have you nothing for me?” Ah! 
you will always give him. 

* Ferrara.—Here you see the monument to 
Ariosto, the prison of Tasso, and little else,— 
The fronts of the churches are covered with 
such notices as these, painted on folio sheets of 
paper. ‘ Such a one, who died such a day (e.g. 
9, Sept. 13, 1835) beseeches you to pray for the 
peace of his soul.”? In one of the large churches, 
near the great door, is a fragment of one of the 
gates of Rome, of about a foot square, imbed 
ded in the wall. It was all covered with the 
black grease of the hands and faces of those 
who have touched it. | suppose that this is | 
next best to making a pilgrimage to Rome. 
In fact, in all the churches there are particular 
crosses, engravings, and other things, reveren- 
tially touched by the people, as if a sort of vir- 
tue went out from them. 

The walls of each chapel of a church have | 
a notice of the number of indulgences that are 
attached to the prayers said and masses caused 
to be said at that chapel. In one church here, | 
there were four priests saying mass at four dif- 
ferent altars at the same time. 

When I sneeze, my neighbors all say, “ Sa- 
lute,” or God bless you; and I, as is necessary, 
say “1 thank you.’ Sometimes they say— 
“Salutation and money,” like saying, “ wish 
you happy new year, and will take it in tea.” 

After fait a dozen encounters with a carriage 
driver for a seat to Bologna, and as I thought a 
shrewd bargain enough on my part, Lagreed to 
pay him about two dollars. ‘The same fellow 
took an Italian with me in the same carriage, 
for one half the price. 

Sept. 17. Botogxa,—Seventy thousand in- 
habitants—streets wide—houses all like palaces 
—colonades the whole extent of the city; i. e. 
the front of the house stands on pillars for the 
first story, with the shops about eight or ten 
feet infrom the pillars. ‘he second story rests 
on the arches of the stone pillars, which termi- 
nate in Corinthian capitals. The colonades 
being high, white and wide, gives a grandeur 
to the city, that T have not elsewhere seen. 
The sidewalks under these arches are smooth, 
being a bed of plaster into which is cast divers 
colored stones, forming a kind of mosaic. 

A large number of the houses, especially of 
the rich, have mottos or verses of Scripture 


| tions, as could be hastily provided. 





written in gold letters a foot long, extending 
in a line between the first and second stories of 
the house. 

This city did not detain me long. Its paint- 
ings are the chief attractions, and of them | saw 
a great quantity —enough to weary, unless 
you can have time to study them. Another 
reason for no delay was, that to avoid travel- 
ling on the Sabbath, and to be able to arrive 
at Rome in any seasonable time, | must depart 
in the next dilligence. And there is but a single 
semi-weekly stage in all the states of the pope, 
viz. from Ferrara to Rome, and it each time 
travels on the Sabbath; so | concluded to start. 

Friday, 12, M. Sept. 18.—On the way to An- 
cona, without stopping to see this other picture 
of the Virgin, painted by the Evangelist St. 
Luke himself, and which, twenty or thirty times 
in the last four hundred years, has been carried 
throughout the city to preserve it from armies, 
pestilence or drought. The history of the 
journeyings of this portrait has been so well 
preserved, that no one can doubt its genuine- 
ness, or that Luke is the painter, unless he is 
** skeptical.” , 

The road was classic, i. ¢. one half was the 
via Emelia, and the other half the via Flaminia. 
All night, besides two postillions and a conduc- 
tor. we had three or four men armed with car- 
abines, mounted on horseback, of the pope's 
“army.” to guard the dilligence. It isa fa- 
mous country of banditti, you know. The 
read passes through many large towns, of from 
1 to 20,000 inhabitants, of the modern names of 
whieh | had never heard, and perhaps shall 
never have occasion to think of egain.

past age. "To judge by various other things, 
their sprightliness, their dress, &e, you still 
might think well of them. In fact, they stand 
much higher in my own opinion than formerly ;| 
and yet T know but their outside. And who 
would think of judging of a whole people by| 
— and tavern keepers? As to what J| 
ave actually seen,—I\ speak not of what may} 
erist,—I have seen no evidence to believe that 
any of the people had religion in the heart, 
even in the Roman Catholic sense of the phrase. 
Nothing seems to be left to the people but su- 
perstition, A repetition of prayers, an honor 
paid to relies, &e. is a means of securing remis- 
sion of sins, absolution from temporal and eter- 
nal penalties. O how I pity them !—My heart 
burns within me, at being obliged to shut my 
mouth and conceal my thoughts, when I talk 
with them. [I cannot yet forsee the way in 
which the providence of God will work the 
salvation of Italy.

DR. HUMPHREY’S TOUR.—WVO. 3 
The British Parliament. 

The Parliament House and Westminster 
Hall were destroyed by fire a few months be- 
fore | went to England. So much am I under 
the power of association, that this was a cir- 
cumstance of extreme regret. Lecould still go 
into the House of Commons, and the Courts of 
Law. lL could see and hear the men who now 
legislate for one of the most powerful nations 
in the world. But Leould not see and hear 
them in St. Stephen’s; in the very hall) which 
so often resounded with the eloquence of Chat- 
ham and Burke, and Pitt, and Sheridan, and 
Fox, and Wilberforce. Not only were their 
mighty spirits fled, but the tapestry which they 
made to ‘frown,’ or to smile at their pleasure— 
the benches, the rafters, every thing that could 
be consumed, was gone. Still the Parliament 
was there, with such temporary accommoda- 
The walls 
of Westminster Hall were yet standing, and it 
was supposed, at first, that the fire had not ma- 
terially injured them. But as most of the ar- 
chiteets who were employed to make the ne- 
eessary examination, pronounced them unsafe, 
they were ordered to be taken down, 

As you may well suppose, | had a great cu- 
riosity to see the House of Commons in session, 
and to hear some of their best speakers. Mr. 
Buckingham, the great champion of tempe- 
ranee, very politely offered to introduce me into} 
the House, by virtue of his privilege as a mem- 
ber, whenever the orders of the day might hap- 
pen to give promise of an interesting debate. 
As Lecould not avail myself of this offer, on 
account of certain formalities, which would 
give him and myself too much trouble, T re- 
solved to select as favorable an evening as I 
could, and try my chance in the gallery. The 
Corporation Reform Bill, whieh was the great 
measure of the Session, had just been matured 
in the cabinet, and the time when it was to be 
brought forward was announced in the publie 
journals. As there would be a great rush, and 
as the gallery was small, the prospect of get-| 
ting in was by no means encouraging. How- 





| ever L resolved to try, as [had often done, in 


the course of my life, and sometimes with bet-| 
ter success than | had dared to hope for. 

Though the House wae in at 4 P.M. it was 

understood that other business would occupy 

its attention, til seven or eight. LT went soon) 
after three, and though | was so early, the pas- 
sages were crowded, and it seemed very doubt- 
ful, whether Leould foree my way in, so as to!

ante-chamber, — Half-a-crown. put inte the | 
hands of the door keeper, procured the gracious | 
nod of admittance, and | was soon at the en-| 
trance of the gallery.

mutual disrespect, 

Aside from its being one of those thrilling 
occasions on which * Greek meets Greek,” it 
Was exceedingly interesting to me, to look 
round upon the men who legislate for teenty- 
five millions of people at home; and in a more 
geveral way, and by responsible delegation, for 
a hundred millions abroad! How this can be 
done, by a single legislature, in the greatest 
commercial and manufacturing country that 
ever existed, it is ever difficult: for me to con- 
ceive, It is certain that they can atford little 
time for long speeches, and there must be ity 
great deal of labor saving machinery in the 
government, and of skill in the administration, 
or it would be utterly impossible to manage such 
vast*and complicated interests. We have now, 
not far from fifteen millions of people in the 
United States, and twenty-six legislative as- 
semblies besides the federal government. What 
if, with our talkative habits, the making of all 
the laws were to devolve upon a single legisla- 
ture? Could the business ever be done? It is 
true, there is a great difference between an old 
country, where all the foundations are settled, 
and anew one, where every thing is on the 
advance, and where republican institutions and 
a boundless unsettled territory are every day 
giving birth to new and splendid enterprises, 
Still, the British Parliament, legislating tor one 
sixth part of the human family, spread over an 
empire upon which the sun is always rising and 
alwayssetting, exhibits a sublime spectacle, It re-| 
quires vast industry and great political foresight} 
and experience,to watch over so many interests | 








the great, are to be looked after. Among the 

yetitions which were disposed of, the evening | 
| attended, was one from anew company to 
furnish the city of London with good water, by 

sinking wells to a much greater depth than any 

had yet been dug. The petition was opposed | 
by several members and rejected, on the ground | 
that a supply of water from these deep wells,| 
could be obtained only by draining and robbing| 
all the shallow ones inthe neighborhood. This, 

I believe, has been proved by experiment, in} 
some of our own cities. 

It was about seven o’clock when the orders 
of the day came up, and Lord John Russell} 
rose in his place, to intreduce the new Reform 
Bill, amid the cheers of the ministerial benches. 
He spent an hour and a half, in explaining the 
provisions of the bill, and exposing the existing 
abuses, which it was intended to correct. Some! 
of these were too glaring to be definded for a) 
moment, by the staunchest tory in the house. | 
His speech was listened to with intense inte-| 
rest on all sides, and it was exceedin 
to watch the evolutions of the two great parties, 
as he proceeded, and in the <ub<equent debate.

hear!’—the loud cheering on the right, and the 
murmurs which rose and sunk like the waves 
ina storm, on the left, indieated a depth of 
feeling, which great questions of national policy 
alone, can excite. As soon as Lord John Rus- 
sel had assumed his seat, Sir Robert Peel rose 
with much dignity, not, as he said, to oppose 
the first reading of the bill, tor he admitted that 
abuses had grown up in the corperations, which 
demanded the interference of parliament—but 
to state some of the objections which he felt. to 
its leading provisions, The main positions, 
statements, and reasonings of the noble Lord, 
were to his mind, extremely one sided and un- 
satisfactory. He did not mean to commit him- 
self, at all, in the present stage of the bill, He 
wanted time to examine it, and compare it with 
the report of the commissioners, on which it 
was professedly founded; and he should re- 
serve most of the remarks which he might think 
it his duty to offer, for a future occasion. He 
would only take the liberty of reading one or 
two extracts from that report, on which his eye 
happened to fall, which went to show that the 
abuse of power and patronage complained of 
were not all on one side—that wherever they 
could gain the ascendancy, those with whom, 
and for whom, the noble Lord acted. were 
quite as ready as their neighbors, to monopo- | 
lize power and abuse it. This turning of the 
tables, which was done ina very adroit and 
gentlemanly manner, though with a slight ef- 
fusion of good humored sareasm, had an elec- 
trical effect upon the opposition. Now it was 
their turn to cheer, which they did loud and 
long, while the friends of the bill took their 
turn in murmuring no, no, no! to their heart’s 
content, 

Several other members spoke briefly for and 
against the motion, among whom were Mr. 
O’Connel and the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
O’Connel closed the debate, and although when 
he rose the house had become extremely impa- 
tient for the question, it was curious to observe 
how soon the noise subsided, and with what 
attention his remarks were listened to. He 
said he should vote for the bill, because the 
abuses growing out of the existing corporation | 
monopolies, in England and Wales, were mon- |

strous; and because he regarded this measure 
as a pledge, on the part of ministers, that they 
would follow it up, with a similar reform. in 
the corporations of Lreland, whieh he contend- 
ed, was sill more loudly ealled for, 

Upon the whole, the house kept its temper | 
remarkably well, considering how very exciting | 
the topic of diseussion was. English travel- 
lers have commented with great severity upon 
thedisgraceful personal altereations which some- 
times tae place in our Representatives’ eham- 
her, at Washington. And you would think, 
from tle strain of their remarks, that they 
were the more horrified, on account of never 
having seen, or heard of any thing like it, 
athome But disgraceful as the scenes some- | 
times enacted in the American Congress are, it 
would be easy enough to find their parallel in 
the journals of the British Parliament. Indeed, 
if LT may judge from what took place, during 
the month that I spent in London, U find my- 
self constrained to believe, that there are more 
versonal quarrels in 
Vashington

Westminster, than in 
There is one duel, at least, grow- 
ing outet ashameful political squabble, be- | 
tween on English and an irish member. It is 
true, no harm wasdone,in the gallant exehange 
of shots which settled the quarrel; and bloody 
iluels mav have been more frequent between 
members of Congress, than between members 
of Parlament. Of this, 
doubtful. At any rate, ina little more than a 
week, while Lwas there, no less than three 
persona quarrels took place inthe House of 
Commons, of so serious a nature, that the par- 
ties were brought up, like so many Waspish 
and sulky school beys, to be reprimanded by 
the speaker, and compelled to make conces- 
sions, and settle their differences on the spot. 
This stite of things called for the severest ani- 
madversions, as well it might, from the public 
journals, on all sides, It is ridiculous, then,for 
Englishnen to go back and make up such rue- 
ful frees at us, as semi-barbarians in our halls 
of legisiation, when the case is at least as bad, 
in their own country Such miserable squab- 
bles are as disgraceful there, as they are here; 
and it would be a great improvement there and 
here, and every where, if in all cases of this 
sort, the powder and lead, and the speaker's 
reprimands, could all be genteely commuted, 
for ‘forty stripes save one,’ ; 

In regard to the party virulence and men- 
dacity of the political press, in times of high 
execttenent, Lhad supposed that the evil might 
be greeter under our free institutions, than un- 
der the British monarehy. But looking into their | 
daily papers, for a few months, convinced me 
that I was mistaken. If they sometimes cut up 
their opponents in a more scientific and gen- | 
tlemany style than our political fencers are 
wont te do, they better understand the more 
coarse ind savage forms of haggling and tor- | 
ture. f they are better acquainted with their 
own clessics, so they are with their own bil- 
lingsede. For rabidness of invective, audacity | 
of misrepresentation,malignity of innuendo and 
vulgarty of personal abuse, nothing in_ this 
country, Pam sure, ean surpass, if any thing 
can «qual, the political spawn, that is daily 
thrown off in that. TL was often amazed at the | 
concentrated vwer of the old, iron-handed 
Saxon, wo walk and annihilate every thing that 
comes in its way; and could not but deeply la- 
ment, that so noble a language should ever be 
prostituted to the basest of purposes.

Mr. Tracy,—In a late Recorder, you say 
that the resolutions of the General Associa- 
tion of Connecticut and Massachusetts respect- 
ing Agents and Evangelists are to be vigorously 
opposed. You speak particularly of Anti-Sla- 
very papers as already against them. Twas a 
member of the General Association of Massa- 
chusetts and most cordially voted for those res- 
olutions. Lam too an abolitionist. There were 
other abolitionists present who voted for them. 
The newspaper opposition to them, theretore, 
should not be attributed to abolitionism. There 
are considerations contained in those resolu- 
tions, beside what may 


he supposed to bear 
upon abolition agents. 


Burt l beheve the reso- 
lutions were judicious, and called for by the 
presemt signs of the times. Pastors must be 
supposed to know better than an agent, or 
travelling evangelist, the state of their own 
churches and people. And though | believe 
ministers sometimes misjudge respecting the 
influence of a leeture to their people on the 
subject of abolition, yet it is their inalienable 
right to express their honest convictions, and 
they are not to be denounced for so doing. And 
f lecturers on abolition have erred in this par- 
ticular, let them be suitably admonished, and I 
trust they will profit by it.

jealously as it respects his whole character,and 
thus to cast off that which is good and worthy 
of imitation, because he estimates the whole 
character by his abolition rule. 'Thisis wrong, 
yea sinful. But the fault here is by no means 
allon one side. This tendency of prejudice 
has been most strikingly manifested of late by 
the opponents of abolitionists. If a man is 
known as an abolitionist, with many, a suspi- 
cion is cast over his whole character, and an 
attempt is made to hold him before the com- 
munity, as a kind of fanatic. He is stigma- 
tized asa radical, as an ultraist. Even our 
grave Theological Reviews can scarcely pub- 
lish a piece on Radicalism or Ultraism, with- 
out bringing their wit, and sometimes sarcasm, 
to bear upon the poor abolitionists in the gross. 
They do not discuss their principles, but con- 
demn them as radical and ultra, very conve- 
nient terms to peemes the minds of superti- 
cial readers. Now can any thing be more un- 
fair or more unmanly? Why do not those who 
write on these subjects act like candid men, 
and, instead of approving or condemning in the 
gross, discuss principles, make discriminations, 
and approve what is right and condemn what 
As an abolitionist, Lam prepared 
to defend the principles whieh IT embrace as 
reasonable, as right, as Seriptural. If some 
individuals have been rash and censorious, | 
will condemn it. But why should this be 
the theme of perpetual censure, and the ocen- 
sion of perpetuating prejudice against their 
sause? There always have been, and there 
always will be, indisereet men on all subjects, 
and in all parties. Why not leave men and 
look at principles? Or if we must look at the 


| excrescences, let us look on both sides and make 


a balance, and let him who ean, tell which scale 
will kick the beam. It is time for good men to 
look at principles, not at names—to be influ- 
enced by truth, not by prejudice. 

There is a tendency in the publie mind to 
take the advantage of excitement and prejudice, 
and make use of them to faver some particular 
project, or some particular institution. For 
instance, appeals in behalf of the Oberlin In- 
stitute may be made to abolitionists on the 
ground of its abolitionism. And it is natural, 
that the anti-slavery portion of the community 
should patronize it, and it would not be strange 
if ina time of public excitement on this sub- 


| Jeet they should overlook other and still more 


important considerations, whieh should operate 
as objections to their patronage. Agents will 
be tempted to take the advantage of this state 
of feeling, and obtain subseriptions from those, 
who would by no means give their money if 
they knew it would contribute to errors subver- 
sive of the gospel. If it were solely an anti- 
slavery institution, then appeals may be made 
to anti-slavery men as such in its behalf; but 
as itis a Literary and Theological Institution, 
there may be reasons entirely aside from its 
anti-slavery charaeter, why Lshould not patron- 
My query would be, what is its reli- 
gious foundation, and what the theological and 
literary character of its professors ? If it has 
departed from the principles of the Bible, and 
of our pilgrim fathers, and its faculty have be- 
come wild in their speculations, or. reckless in 
their measures, it is not my duty as an aboli- 
tionist to support it. In these times of excite- 
ment and error, we must have discreet, wise, 
and truly devout and pious men to administer 
the affairs of our religious institutions, which 
must be founded on sound religious principles. 
Then we have a “ balance wheel” which will 
regulate and direet all other and subordinate 
subjects. But if the foundations be disregarded, 
and we make some exciting topic, (though it 
may be an important one,) the eriterton ly 
which every thing else is to be measured, we 
are upon the waves and billows without eom- 
pass, rudder, or pilot. and know not whither 
we mav be tossed. The gospel is not to be 
tested by abolitionism, but abolitionism by the 
gospel “Do not understand me a« regarding 
the principles of the abolitionists as unimpor- 
tant. Far from it. [believe them to be the 
principles of truth and righteousness; but I 
would have them in their proper place, and 
proved by the proper test There is danger of 
too much vielding of truth, and too much amal- 
gamation of religion and irreligion on the 
ground of some sympathy on important but mi- 
nor subjeets. Neither churches nor seminaries 
can be safely based on temperance principles, 
nor anti-slavery principles. "That they ought 
to be temperance men and anti-slavery men, I 
believe; but not that either of these should be 
the basis of their union. Let the fundamental 
truths and the religious feelings of the gospel 
be that basis. Then let them be eandid and 
prayerful, and test all their principles by the 
truth of God, and T have so much confidence 
in the influence of truth, that | fear not the re- 
sult. LT repeat it, let all be eandid and kind, 
To call a man destitute of principle, or to. say 
that he is governed wholly by expediency on 
the one hand: or on the other, to be profuse in 
the use of the words “radical” and “ ultra,’ 
will prore nothing, will eonrince

FRETFUL DISCIPLES, 

| looked into the best book [knew of, and 1 
could find nothing there about fretful disciples. 
I found such an injunction as this: “ Put on 
therefore, as the elect of God, holy and beloved, 
bowels of mercies, kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meekness, long-suffering, forbearing one 
another and forgiving one another, if any man 
have a quarrel against any.” 

I found all these things urged and set forth, 
as peculiarly distinguishing Christian charac- 
ter: but not one word is said about its being 
any part of a Christians duty, privilege or hap- 
piness, to be fretful. 

Not willing to give the matter up, I searched 
* And besides 
this, giving all diligence, add to your faith, vir- 
tue: and toe virtue, knowledge; and to knowl- 
edge, temperance, and to Len perance patience; 
and to patience, godliness; and to godliness, 
brotherly kindness: and to brotherly kindness, 
charity.” Here is a very full aceount of the 
most distinguishing traits of the Christian, but 
there is nothing said about the quality under 
discussion. And LT reasoned, that if fretfulness 
were one of these traits, the apostle, who was 
a very careful and judicious man, would cer- 
tainly have mentioned it, 

Then [ thought, however, it might be some- 
thing very becoming—that which might have 
heen very properly mentioned, at least among 
the inferior graces of piety; but as everything 
amiable and lovely could not be mentioned, this 
was omitted for that reason. 1 looked there- 
fore for the loveliness of this quality, for the 
purpose of seeing whether it was not a proper 
ornament of Christian character. And I con- 
templated actual cases,
